SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


The above listed officer(s) were working as contracted, uniformed security 
officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews 
International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above listed date at approximately 1715 hours, we were conducting a 
business check / contact at 6933 Hollywood Boulevard (Coffee Bean). We 
observed a Male, Black, Adult (Later identified by his California Identification 
Card as S/ Satterfield, Jesse James DOB: 04/07/1966) walking northbound in the 
crosswalk at the intersection of Hollywood Boulevard / Orange Drive, holding a 
brown paper bag partially exposing an silver aluminum container in his right 
hand. 


Believing the container was an alcoholic beverage, we maintained observation 
of Satterfield’s activity from approximately 25 yards from his location. As 
Satterfield was stationary to the front of 6925 Hollywood Boulevard (The 
Chinese Theater). | saw Satterfield place the aluminum container in the brown 
paper bag to his mouth / lips, tilting his head back. Satterfield took a long drink 
from it. 


Believing Satterfield was drinking an alcoholic beverage in public, a violation of 
41.27 (c) LAMC- (Drinking in Public), we decided to contact Satterfield to verify 
if the container in the brown bag was in fact an alcoholic beverage that he 
drank. As we pedaled towards Satterfield, we saw the aluminum container in 
the brown paper bag was indeed a “211 - Steel Reserve” malt liquor brand 
(8.1% alcohol by volume). The container was cold to the touch and 
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approximately % full. We advised Satterfield that it is illegal to drink an 
alcoholic beverage in public. Satterfield stated, “I know drinking is illegal. But 
not criminal.” 


As we were speaking with Satterfield, we smelled a strong odor of alcohol 
beverage emanating from Satterfield’s breath and person. 


ARREST: 


We advised Satterfield that we were placing him under “Private Person’s 
Arrest”, aS per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / 
see-attached form) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). Satterfield was handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and 
comfort) without incident. At that time BID Officer Anderson, D. #127 arrived to 
assist. We escorted Satterfield to our patrol vehicle, placed him in the rear 
passenger seat, and seat belted him in, away from the public’s view. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Satterfield has no prior contacts / arrests with this department and or B.I.D. 
Officers. 


Satterfield advised Officers he did not remember where he had 
purchased the beverage and “Its none of your ‘fucken’ business. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


A short time later Los Angeles Police Officer(s) Gonzalez and Arguelles arrived 
at our location. Gonzalez confirmed Satterfield’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication) and N.C.I.C (National Crime 
Information Center) Systems. Satterfield was subsequently issued a “Release 
From Custody” citation (RFC# D15595) for the listed violation with the approval 
of the Watch Commander / Sergeant Martin and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, California 
90007, on 04/28/2014, at 0830 Hours.
